Limon, Colo., Nov. Id. -C hained to 
a railroad rail, set firmly in the ground, 
on the exact spot where hid fiendish 
crime was committed, Preston Porter, 
•lr., or, as he was fam iliarly known, 
John Porter, paid a terrible penalty for 
his deed. 
It was fir25 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
when the father of the murdered girl 
touched 
the 
match 
to 
the 
fuel 
which had been piled around the negro 
and 20 minutes later a last convulsive 
shudder told that life was extinct. W hat 
agony the doomed boy suffered while 
the flames shriveled up his flesh oould 
only be guessed from the terrible con­ 
tortions of his face and the cries he gave 
j from time to time. 
The executioners, 
who numbered about 300 citizens of L in -1 
t coin county, had not the least semblance } 
J of tbe’ordinary mob. 
Their every act 
wa* deliberate and daring all the prepa- 
j rations, as well as throughout tho suffer - j 
ings of the negro, hardly an unnecessary ; 
word was spoken. 
G rim ly they stood 
in a circle about the fire until Hie body ! 
was entirely consumed and then quietly j 
took their way back to Limon, whenoe I 
they had departed for their homes short­ 
ly afterw ard. 
Preston Porter did not seem to realize 
the awful punishm ent that he was des­ 
tined to undergo. 
As he had exhibited 
indifference to the enorm ity of his crime 
so he seemed to lack all understanding 
of its terrible consequences. 
For more 
than hour, while preparations for his 
execution were in progress, he stood 
mute aud sullen among his avengers. 
When everything was ready he walked 
to Hie stake with a firm step, pausing as 
he reached the circle of broken boards to 
! kneel in prayer. 
He was allowed to 
take his time. 
He arose and placed his 
back to the iron stake and half a dozen 
; men wound chains about his body and 
limbs. 
Kerosene oil was applied to the 
j wood and after a brief pause Richard 
W. Frost, father of little Louise Frost, I 
whose cruelly m utilated body was found I 
one week ago on that very spot, applied j 
the match. 
For a moment but a little flickering 
flame arose. 
Then the oil blazed ap, I 
sparks fell into the air and the wood be- i 
gait to crackle. 
Almost instantly the ‘ 
negroes trousers caught fire. 
At first J 
he did not utter a sound. 
The flames 
crept slowly upward on his clothing, ! 
the sparks flew up in a cloud of pale 
smoke. 
Porter turned his head and a 
frightful expression came over his face. 
W ith a sadden convulsive tugging he 
stretched his head as far from the 
rapidly increasing flames as possible 
and uttered a cry of pain. 
Oh, my God, let me go men, I ’ve got 
som ething more to tell you. 
Please let 
me go. 
Oh, my God, let me go.” 
In terrible screeches these words, the 
first he had uttered aloud, came from the 
negro. 
A terrible tuggin g atth eeh ain s, 
a suggestion of 
aw ful 
groans 
and 
screams, the negroes agony was at last 
breaking down his sullen composure. 
Not an oath escaped him, but he 
begged and pleaded to be shot. 
Sud­ 
denly the rope holding his hands burned 
through. 
I hen arms, head and should­ 
ers slipped through the chains. 
For an 


dered girl’s father, was one of th e pas­ 
sengers. 
When the train s/topped, IO1 
men who had been selected by the vig- 
i Ii ga nee committee entered the train I 
and demanded tho prisoner from the 
sheriff. 
Their every action was marked 
by calmness and determination,. 
The 
offb-.-r protested in the name of the law 
and asked the men to allow him to take 
bis prisoner to jail at Hngo, but his 
protests were disregarded. 
One man 
Carried a rope, one end of which hail 
been formed into a hangm an’s noose. 
This was slipiled over the negroes neck. 
It was at first announced that the ne­ 
gro was to be executed by hanging. 
Many, including the father of the ne­ 
gro’s 
victim, 
protested that such a 
d»*afh would be too easy, and it wa- 
finally decided to leave the method of 
death to the father. 
Ile decided on 
burning at the stake. 
The train wa* 
then aliow<*d to proceed and at Lak, 
Station, about 3 miles from Limon and 
near the scene of the negro’s crime, th* 
party left the train and began pre para ! 
tions for the deed of vengeance, which 
were carried out as above.

lug pieces of clothing dropped from 
them.

at Brenham til** past Week to discuss 
til** boll weevil pest.

“ We. your committee a p p o in te d 
by tile boll weevil convention a s s e m ­ 
bled, beg leave to report as follows: 
“ We Indorse tin* successive step# 
outlined tty Professor F. W. Molly of 
tile 
A. and M. college which are 
necessary 
to 
successfully 
repel 
the 
attack 
of 
the 
boll weevil, 
which are as follows: 
“ First, grating off growing cotton, 
cleaning all rubbish affording pro­ 
tection and burning same and deep 
plowing. Til is to be done at once. 
“ Second, plant trap row’s of early 
mntuHng varieties or cotton to trap 
the emerging w ee\tl in tile spring. 
“ Third, slinking off the weevils 
from tbes** few rows and then spray­ 
ing 
with 
this 
poison—solution 
recommended is as follows: On** gal­ 
lon cane molasses, two ounces of a r ­ 
senic boiled in water, four ounces 
arsenate of lead, forty-seven gallons 
of water. 
Fourth, that tile squares he sys­ 
tematically gathered and burned at 
intervals of ten days, 
“ Fifth, that the spraying begin 
early, as soon as squares begin form­ 
ing, ami kept up once each week for 
May and June and at intervals of 
ten days thereafter, 
“ Sixth, that early m aturing varie­ 
ties of seed he imported from tile 
northern portion of the cotton states 
and planted as soon as practicable 
for tin* trap rows. 
“ Seventh,th at spraying, gathering, 
burning the squares shall go together 
to insure tile hest results. 
“ Eighth, th at a sprayer with boll 
weevil attachm ent be used in the 
spraying against tin* weevil. 
“ Nillth, that for the trap rows and 
the small cotton planter any good 
knapsack sprayer is thoroughly ettl- 
cient and more practical than tile 
larger machines for small acreage. 
•We recognise tile valuable ser­ 
vice rendered by the Texas entomo­ 
logical department to tile 
cotton 
growers of south T exas and that we 
therefore memorialize the slate leg­ 
islature to liberally endow the de­ 
partm ent with such appropriations 
to m ake it still more useful.

I figures of the Twelfth census, tho south 
has occasion f o r self-congratulation. 
At 
first glance tho reason for this may not 
be apparent, but according to an analy­ 
sis made by the Manufacturers’ Record, 
it is nevertheless a fact. The populi!- 
: Mon of the United States increased be- 
tween 1890 and 1900 by 20.90 per cent, 


I or 13,225,464. The population of the 
south increased nearly 8,950,422, or 
20.15 per cent. 
This percentage was 
somewhat balow that of the whole coun­ 
try, but yet in advance of what may 
be regarded as other typical groups of 
states. 
The increase in New England, 
891,107, was bot 18.25 per cent; in the 
nine middle states stretching from the 
Atlantic to the Mississippi it was 5,380,. 
957, or 20.04 per cent, and in three 
states across the Mississippi—Missouri, 
Iowa and Minnesota—it was 1,217,435, 
or 20.65 per cent. 
Commenting on this 
the Manufacturers’ Record says: 
“The figures show that the increase 
in population which mado the total per­ 
centage of increase in tho country slight­ 
ly more than the percentage of increase 
in the south, took place in that part of 
the country which contains less than 12 
per ceufc of the population, in spite of I 
the halting of Kansas and Nebraska and 
the actual decline in population in Ne-, 
vada. 
The enormous increase of more 
than 830,000 in Oklahoma, of more than I 
200,000 in the Indian Territory aud of j 
more than 50,000 in Arizona are clews j 
to the story of the increase in what may 
be called the newer portion of the coun­ 
try. 
Coming to the special figures in the 
south, it is notable that Texas leads the 
older portions of the country in the per- j 
centage of its increase; that its actual in- 
crease of 813,305 is but 77,802 less than 
j 
the actual increase in the whole of New 
England, where Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont almost stood still, and 
while Massachusetts’ increase was 63 
per cent of the total increase in that 
Texas,Florida, West Virginia and Louisi­ 
ana led in the percentage of increase in 
the southern states, alt hough Alabama, 
Georgia and Mississippi stood out well 
among the states, making large actual 
increases. 
•In considering the increase iu the 
south in comparison with those else­ 
where, however’ one or two facts mast 
be borne in mind. 
Outside of Texas, 
Louisiana, Florida and perhaps West 
Virginia and Maryland, the south s pop­ 
ulation has been little influenced by tho 
immigration of foreigners. 
The south 
today, and notably those portions of the 
south showing the smaller percentage 
of increase, contains the purest Ameri­ 
can stock in the country. 
It contains 
also the bulk of the negro population, 
which, increasing less rapidly than the 
whites, tends to reduce the total per­ 
centage of increase.”

I representation will uofc be repressed by 
party leaders in congress. 
In this connection it is suggested that 
any action with reference to the suf­ 
frage of the south in advance of the 
adoption of a definite policy in the Phil­ 
ippines, might throw some embarrass­ 
ment in the way of the proper disposi­ 
tion of the citizenship rights of the Fili­ 
pinos, and moreover it is felt that the 
government has as much as it can deal 
with now without getting iuto a con­ 
tention over domestic affairs.
